HOW THE COOLIE SAVES HIS FACE 
From Singing Craftsmen of Peking, by Sam

Dean, in Asia Magazine for August. 
Chinese workmen would rather endure any 
amount of physical pain than to lose face. I made 
that discovery through an experience we had with 
our gate-keeper soon after my arrival in China. 
We had dismissed him because he insisted on col­ 
lecting ten per cent, on some goods 
we 
had 
brought into the courtyard to bale for shipment 
to America. When I came home one night, short­ 
ly afterward, I lound him mounted on the horse­ 
block in front of the, gate, haranguing several 
hundred listeners. He told them how he had been 
cheated and discharged, and then, tightening a 
loosely knotted cord that encircled his neck, he 
choked himself a little before proceeding with his 
lecture. At last, with many shakings and wag- 
gings of his head, he went to the front door, tied 
one end of the cord to the brass knocker and sank 
down rill he was half strangled. Then he arose 
and addressed the assembly still further. I had 
seen enough. I rushed into the house and told a 
friend who had been In China longer than I what 
was happening. He ran out, gave the gate-keep- 
ei a shake and said, “If you hang yourself at our 
door, I will kick you to death.” The crowd burst 
out laughing, and the old man, who had hoped to 
make us lose face,[lost so much himself that he 
sneaked away as fast as he could. I remember 
another and more amusing case where the crowd 
laughed no less heartily at the expense of the 
foreigner. He was a whale of an Italian contrac­ 
tor, and he was in charge of thfe rebuilding o f the 
I eking south gate. In one spot the coolies were 
using a tamper made of a large round iron casting 
with rqpes attached.

LEWIS WETZEL, “DEATH WIND 
OF THE DELAWARES" 


Many of the great scouts did not 
become Indian fighters uutil they were 
men. but Lewis Wetzel started early. 
He killed his first Indian when be was 
only thirteen years old. 
Wetzel was 
boru In Vlrglnm in 1752. 
His father 
moved to the present site of Wheeling. 
W. Vs., and was killed there by the 
Indians before the eyes of his sons. 
Lewis swore eternal enmity against all 
redskins. 
One day while he and bis brother 
were rooming In the woods they were 
Attacked by Indians. Lewis killed oue 
of the savages and the next instant 
was hit by a bullet which carried away 
a piece of his breast bone. Both boys 
were taken captive. That night while 
the Indians slept, 
Wetsel 
worked 
loose the thongs which bound him and 
then unfastened his brother. 
After the boys had tied for about a 
mile they discovered that their moc­ 
casins were torn to shreds. 
Leaving 
his brother In hiding. Lew la- returned 
to the Indian camp and. undetected by 
the sleeping savages, robbed them of 
two pairs of moccasins as well as s 
gun and sotne powder and lead. 
The next morning the Indians were 
hot on their trail and soon were close 
upon 
them. 
As 
the 
Indians 
ap­ 
proached, the boys stepped out of the 
trail into a clump of bushes, allowing 
their pursuers to speed past, and then 
they followed. 
Soon they beard the 
Indians coming back and again they 
stepped Into the bushes and hid. The 
Wetzel boys played this dangerous 
game of hlde-aad-aeek several times 
before they finally eluded the savages 
and returned In safety to their home. 
When Lewis Wetzel grew older he 
crossed over hato Ohio end soon be­ 
came one of the best-known scouts In 
the countiy. 
Wetzel 
was 
called _ "The Death 
Wind" by the Delawares whom be 
hated particularly. More than once e 
Delaware warrior trembled with fear 
as he heard a shrill, moaning cry echo­ 
ing through the forest, tor tt usually 
was followed soon afterward by a shot 
from the scout's deadly .weapon which 
ended the redskin’s Ufe. 
In his later years Wetzel lost the 
respect ef many people because be be­ 
gan killing all Indians be met, whether 
hostile or friendly, and several times 
he was imprisoned for shooting mem 
bers of peaceable tribes. 
In bis last 
days he became a lonely, bitter old 
man until death came to him In 18Ü8.
